resigning government A1 Masri 
also served as foreign minister in 
both Mr Zaid Rifai and Mr Ah¬ 
mad Obeidat's cabinets. 

Mr A1 Masri spent the last two 
days conducting intensive nego¬ 
tiations with various parliamen¬ 
tary blocs, especially the Isla¬ 
mists, who joined Mr Badran's 
last government in January for 
the firsL time in Jordan's history, 
but he declined their conditions 
of having five main portfolios. 
Instead, Mr A1 Masri offered 
them three other portfolios in¬ 
cluding Supply and Awqaf. 

As a result, the new cabinet 
has ten deputies, including Mr A1 
Masri, who is deputy for Am¬ 
man, and eight ministers from 
Mr Badran's last cabinet 

Mr A1 Masri's cabinet compris¬ 
es specialists in various fields 
and is expected to gain the sup¬ 
port of the street. 

The new government will not 
require a vote of confidence 
from the Lower House until the 
beginning of the next ordinary 
session in October.

A profile of Mr Al Masri 


AMMAN (Star)—Prime Minister Taher Al Masri was bom in Na¬ 
blus in 1942 and comes from an influential family in that West 
Bank city. He obtained his secondary certificate from Al Najah 
College m Nablus in 1959. In 1965, he obtained his BA degree 
from Texas University in Commerce. 

He joined the Central Bank (CB) in 1965 until 1973. He was 
elected to the Lower House for the Nablus district in 1973 and was 
appointed sate minister for the occupied territories in June 1973. He 
served as ambassador to Spain, Prance, Belgium and the United 
Kingdom between 1975 and 1984. 


So for the time being Mr Al 
Masri can concentrate his efforts 
on passing the new legislations 
on die formation of political par¬ 
ties and the press. 

Mr Al Masri promised to work 
for the embodiment of the new¬ 
ly-adopted National Charter, un¬ 
der which political parties will 
be formed. 

Mr Al Masri is the first prime 
minister to be appointed from the 
Lower House of parliament It is 
therefore believed that he will be 
working very closely with its 
members during the next few 
months. He conducted all his ne¬ 
gotiations with Lower House 
deputies in the presence of the 
House Speaker. ■ 
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[Bid in January 1991 he was appointed as foreign minister. 

On 19 June 1991 he formed nis first government. 

Mr Al Masri is the first foreign minister to become premier in 
more than two decades. ■

In 1974, hc complet¬ 
ed his Pli.D nnd specialized in 
Byzantine nnd Islamic art in ad¬ 
dition to archaeology. When lie 
returned to Jordan, hc was asked 
by the University of Jordan to in¬ 
struct at the Department of Ar¬ 
chaeology there. 

Dr Tal has played many differ¬ 
ent roles in the academic affairs 
at the University of Jordan dur¬ 
ing his 20 years of teaching. He 
not only earned a professorship 
in 1990, but also was elected 
chairman of the Department of 
Archaeology many times over. 
He is recognized as an experi¬ 
enced archaeologist and instruc¬ 
tor. 

During the years of 1982 to 
1985, Dr Tal also worked in Ri¬ 
yadh as assistant secretary gener¬ 
al for the Arab University Feder¬ 
ation there. 

On 2 May, 1991 Dr Tal was 
appointed director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Antiquities. Hc says that 
"The Department aims to admin¬ 
ister antiquities in the Kingdom, 
to supervise, protect, maintain 
and record them. The Depart¬ 
ment is also responsible for 
propagating archaeological cul¬ 
ture and establishing archaeolog¬ 
ical institutes and museums". In 
addition, the Deportment cooper¬ 
ates with local, Arab and foreign 
institutions. 


The department is now under¬ 
going an important change of 
status; from being a service de¬ 
partment it will now change to a 
department involved in giving 
academic information on ar¬ 
chaeology. 

After a long lime at the Uni¬ 
versity, Dr Tal developed many 
theories about archaeology. Hc 
is now hoping to transform his 
theories into a reality and to im- 
plcnienlhis dreams. Dr Tal adds 
that he is " So pleased that I can 
follow up the needs of the coun¬ 
try and to meet national beliefs 
and ideas. We have to preserve 
this land.” 

The department cooperates 
with the Ministry of Tourism 
supplying it with archaeological 
data and supervising archaeolog¬ 
ical sites. 

For instance, a tourist center 
which will (men in Ajloun soon 
will also inform visitors about 
the archaeological sites in the 
area and point out the impor¬ 
tance of preservation. 

According to Dr Tal, archaeol¬ 
ogy is a world wide culture, it is 
a human culture, and it does not 
belong to Jordan only. 

Jordan's archaeology is being 
promoted abroad through the ac¬ 
ademic media in forms of semi¬ 
nars, museum exhibitions, scien¬ 
tific journals and the like, says 
the director. 

Hc adds that many foreign ex¬ 
peditions visit the Kingdom to 
lake part in excavations. At the 
moment, five foreign institutes 
have their permanent offices in 
Amman. All cooperate with the 
government in different projects.

A human tragedy of 
tremendous proportion!

IT TOOK Iraqi soldiers less than four 
hours to cross the 80 miles of desert be¬ 
tween Iraq and Kuwait City last August. 
But that move set off what is now regard¬ 
ed as one of history's largest, fastest and 
most widespread migrauons. While the 
stmics are still being compiled, American 
officials and representatives of interna¬ 
tional relief organizations estimate that at 
least five million people from more than 
30 countries have been temporarily or 
permanently displaced by the crisis in the 
Gulf area. 

Court Robinson, a senior research ana¬ 
lyst at the US Committee for Refugees a 
pn vaie nonprofit group in Washington, 
spid: This was surely one of the largest 
migrations ever; I can’t recall an instance 
in which so many people moved in so 
short a time." 

Until the last disastrous phase of the 
migration, there were no epidemics and 
rew displacement-related deaths. "The 
people who fled Iraq and Kuwait for Jor¬ 
dan soqn after Iraq's invasion of Kuwait 
were horribly contused and disoriented 
by their sudden plunge from middle-class 
status to instant poverty," said Philippe L. 
Boulld, director of the New York office 
of the United Nations Disaster Relief Or- 
ganizauon. “But unlike migrants in Afri- 
ca, they were physically strong enough to 
withstand a few days of poor conditions. 
As a result, virtually no one died."

The Jordanian press 
and the Gulf crisis 

’Editors were wary 
of public censorship ’ 
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I am reminded of the negative role 
which rumors, hcar-say, controversial re¬ 
ligious prophecies, among others, had 
played in our society during the crisis. 
These misleading elements, indigenous 
propaganda, had a parallel influence on 
the public opinion and in many cases 
were more influential than the press itself. 
But the fact remains that many Jordanians 
were susceptible to them. 

The Gulf crisis was also a test to the ca¬ 
pabilities or the local press in reporting 
such an emotional event, and then In com¬ 
menting on it through editorials and opin¬ 
ion articles. 

It is here that wc have to draw a line be¬ 
tween the two duties of the local press: 

A- Ncwsgaihcring/rcporting: while the 
local press made use of its freedom in 
publishing newsreports on the unfolding 
events away from any form of govern¬ 
ment censorship, it look a biased stand in 
favor of one party to the conflict, simply 
because it could not do otherwise. Re- 


So editors edited and edited and edited, 
re-wrote, deleted, inserted and presented 
their readers with what they wanted to 
read. 

What Jordanian newspapers failed to do 
was to pul their own reporters on the spot. 
Naturally they could not have sent them 
to Saudi Arabia, but they could have dis¬ 
patched them to Iraq. Those who did go to 
Iraq were there on their own in most cas¬ 
es, or were dispatched at a later stage, 
when the war was reaching its sad end. In 
that sense the Jordanian public was denied 
the opportunity to read Jordanian ac¬ 
counts of what really took place and know 
how iho war was going For the Iraqis. 

And when few Jordanian reporters did 
go to Iraq, they did not have the means to 
send in their reports like their Western 
counterparts who had latest technologies 
under their disposal such as portable satel¬ 
lite telephones and fax machines. Or, and 
I have met a number of Jordanian report¬ 
ers who were there at the time of the crisis

they told me so. They just did not want to 
report what they saw or knew. Their zeal 
and affinity to the Iraqis, their hope for a 
surprise Iraqi political and mil nary coun¬ 
terattack, stopped them from telling their 
public their worst fears. 

B-Edtiorial comment: Here, I believe, 
where the Jordanian press attracted most 
attention. First we have to understand that 
newspaper columnists and other casual 
writers are not primarily employees of the 
newspaper. Most columnists are not jour¬ 
nalists by profession but doctors, lawyers, 
merchants, university professors, clergy* 
men, retired army officers and so on. In 
that sense they represent a wide segment 
of the Jordanian society and what they 
write in the newspaper, and this is pn im¬ 
portant note, that it was in the end their 
own opinion and not necessarily that of 
the newspaper or its editors. 
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It can be argued that these writers were 
exercising their right to free expression, 
but in the end, they increased that dose of 
emotionalism almost to the extent of incit¬ 
ing the people. But these articles were, in 
the final analysis, an expression of the 
opinions, frustrations, anxieties and anger 
of those who wrote them. Why didn't the 
editors exercise some editorial control? 

Was it responsible to let these people 
write whatever came to their minds? How 
far did these writings "mislead 1 ' the pub¬ 
lic? How far did these writings jeopardize 
Jordan's own position in the Gulf conflict 
and beyond? 

We can partially answer some of these 
questions from our reactions, as Jordani¬ 
ans, to the war, its end and its aftermath. 
What is needed is to continue to debate 
our performance at all possible levels, not 
only as journalists, but as citizens in a 
young democracy, during the Gulf drama. 

But what worries me most is the fact 
that the press may have lost the editorial 
initiative for fear of being accused of 
threatening the freedom of expression, or 
of not being wholeheartedly with Iraq. 
Editors may have been fearful of popular 
retribution. During the crisis editors were 
not worrying about government censor¬ 
ship but became obsessed with public cen¬ 
sorship. Editors became fretful because 
the issues became dogmatic and the audi¬ 
ence dictatorial. It is in that sense that the 
Jordanian press found itself hostage to a 
vicious circle of public thirst for emotion¬ 
al, non-factual, defamation of the enemy. 

Bui it is precisely because of this that the 
public now feels a sense of betrayal by its 
own press. 

Bui should the press have allowed the 
other side to publish its point of view, 
would that have been accepted by the 
public? During the early stages of the 
Gulf crisis there were numerous attempts 
by Kuwaiti sympathizers to publish arti¬ 
cles in the Jordanian press that presented 
a set of ideas which contravened the Jor¬ 
danian public opinion. The majority of 
these attempts were foiled by newspaper 
editors. One could argue that the Jordani¬ 
an psyche during the conflict could not 
have tolerated hearing the opposing side. 
Whether this is justified or not, the issue 
created a precedent in our era of democra¬ 
cy. Even among our intellectuals, there 
were those who did not ride the popular 
tide and had their own opinions regarding 
the conflict and Iraq's position on the cri¬ 
sis. But did they dare publish their views? 
No. 

Let us face il: This was a crisis on 
which almost all shades of the political 
spectrum were united in their emotional 
devotion. It was a just cause made even 
morc just by the alliance of 40 nations 
against a single Arab country. What was 
there to be debated? Plenty. 

What is needed at this stage is to re¬ 
launch the national debate and to re¬ 
examine the various roles of edifices of 
1 public opinion during the crisis, not just 
the press. For instance, what was the role 
of the official media, the parliament, 
schools and universities, mosques and 
churches, political parties, the nation's in-

THOUSANDS UPON thousands 
of researchers arc at work all 
over the world. 

So, hardly a week goes by 
without an essential discovery 
being made which is likely, in 
the more or less near future and 
in all kinds of areas, to revolu¬ 
tionize accepted nations and our 
everyday life. 

The study of proteins began a 
good forty years ago with long, 
painstaking ground-work. Pro¬ 
teins are the basic pieces of the 
essence of life. 

They are the elements for 
building cells, for communicat¬ 
ing beLween organs, for the ac¬ 
tive and passive defence sys¬ 
tems, the vital functions, etc., 
whose activity is dictated by the 
form they spontaneously adopt 
in space. They are made in and 
by the organism according to in- 
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Protein engineering: 

The key to the future 
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formation written in the chromo¬ 
somes along die DNA molecules 
and, initially, they are simply 
long inert polymers. Then, they 
spontaneously start to move, de¬ 
pending on the attraction and re¬ 
pulsion of amino acids which are 
fixed onto them in sequences 
proper to each of them, and they 
will then alter until they form a 
stable, functional and specific 
three-dimensional structure. 

This information may seem 
obvious today, yet it took 30 
years'woric to establish. 

The big ambition of biologists 
today is to correlate the natural 
rules linking a given molecular 
structure to a determined biolog¬ 
ical function. It would then be 


possible to modify these mole¬ 
cules, reshape them and rebuild 
them in order to adapt them to 
specific tasks, or, even better, 
make new ones. 

Protein engineering represents 
the beginning of the "golden 
age.' 1 In France, research in this 
area has been carried out by the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
(CEA) and the Scientific Re¬ 
search Centre (CNRS).During 
this time, researchers have been 
following two main paths: One 
consists m altering existing pro¬ 
teins by cutting out or adding 
one or two amino acids to see 
the changes produced; the other 
is to determine the normal se¬ 
quences of the distribution of the 


amino acids along the protein 
chains. 

By dint of accumulating ex¬ 
periments, recording them in 
huge data-banks, and turning 
them into mathematical lan¬ 
guage, and with the help of 
three-dimensional * computer 
simulation, the main principles 
of protein intelligence are begin¬ 
ning to appear. One of the best 
approaches to this problem came 
from crystallography, which 
provided "models" from crystal 
structures (CNRS: Paris VI, Pr. 
J. P. Moraon). That is not to say 
that attempts are not being made 
to copy "living" models, but 
progress in this domain can only 
be achieved by trial and error. 
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In the medical area, the pro¬ 
duction of proteins able to cw- 
trol all the reactions of life obvi- 
ously offers great hope, ad 
completely new medicines and 
vaccines, effectively working 
against pathogenic processes, ae 
being examined. 

One of the directions followed 
m research is to create a decoy 
causing an error in the vims at¬ 
tack system. It should not be for¬ 
gotten that, at the present time, 
ihere is practically no effective 
product against viruses, and this 
is particularly the case with tie 
virus causing AIDS (Acquired 
Immunity Deficiency Syn¬ 
drome). Attempts are actively 
being made to determine, as ac¬ 
curately as possible, the structure 
of a tiny part of the viral protein, 
the very part which attacks the 
target cell: Lymphocyte T. There 
are hopes of creating molecules 
able to cover the weakness in the 
protective shield of the lympho¬ 
cyte and thereby to "hioe" this 
weak point in the immune de¬ 
fense system. 

A completely different area is 
that of electronics which, in its 
race towards miniaturization, is 
reaching the end of the line and 
whose performance, whatever 
the achievements of the last 30 
years, are beginning to run out 
of steam, as they are coming up 




physics. 

The computers of tomorrow 
are looking towards molecular 
electronics. These are being 
worked upon by numerous labor¬ 
atories including J. P. Launay's 
at the CNRS, or A. Barrand's at 
the CEA. This is a completely 
new area. Whereas a silicon 
diode contains thousands of at¬ 
oms with billions of electrons 
running through them, a molecu¬ 
lar dime is a single molecule 
with just one electron running 
through iL . 

Hence, it can be used for total¬ 
ly new functions and the crea¬ 
tion of complex molecules witn 
varied functions is being worked 
upon.

ON 26 October, 1990 and for the 
first time in Jordan, an honorary 
consul for Iceland was appointed 
to Amman. Mrs Stefania Khali- 
fch holds a Jordanian passport 
and is married to an Arab, To 
most, she is known through her 
active involvement in the Scan¬ 
dinavian Ladies of Amman, 
which she founded five years 
ago. 

As a result of an official visiL 
made by their Majesties King 
Hussein and Queen Noor to Ice¬ 
land in 1989, diplomatic ties 
were established between the 
two countries, and consequent¬ 
ly, Mrs Khalifeh became hono¬ 
rary consul to Jordan. 

In the past, no country in the 
Middle East, except Egypt, had 
Icelandic representation. There¬ 
fore, those wishing to obtain a 
visa to Iceland had to do so 
through Egypt. Now, they can 
easily do so through Jordan. On 
the other hand and as a direct 
consequence to the recent Gulf 
War, Iraqis find it very difficult 
to obtain visas to many countries 
in the world, including Iceland. 
Holders of Jordanian passports 
arc not prohibited, though, from 
going to Iceland. Mrs Khalifeh 
disclosed that Jordanians, who 
lived in Kuwait, Iraqis and Irani¬ 
ans, are flooding the Consulate 
daily in the hope of receiving 
immigration visas. But she 
stressed that the consulate only 
issues visit visas. 

Mrs Khalifeh is now busy 
dealing with the various duties 
required of her. She feels that 
the most urgent matter to be 
dealt with, at the moment, is 
creating a better understanding 
between Jordon and Iceland. 
With the Gulf War, she says, re¬ 
lations have been strained, she 
believes there is a lack of under¬ 
standing on behalf of both the 
Icelandic nation and Europe to¬ 
wards the Middle East. She says 
that "There is a very strong anti- 
Arab feeling in these countries 
as a result of the Gulf War." 

During the Crisis, the only 
contact bcLween Icelandic fami¬ 
lies in Kuwait and Jordan, was 
made through Mrs Khalifeh . In 
fact, when Icelandic nationals 
were released from Baghdad, 




Prince Road and Mrs Khalt- 
feh at the opening of the Ice¬ 
landic Consulate 

they were aided by the Consulate 
in Jordan and flown back home, 
as there were Icelandic families 
living in Kuwait.,The men had to 
stay behind, whilst their wives 
and children were allowed to 
leave. These men were later 
transferred to Iraq. 

Another basic idea lies behind 
establishing the Consulate which 
is the strengthening of trade rela¬ 
tions between Jordan and Ice¬ 
land. The main export from Ice¬ 
land presently being studied is 
animal feed, which is made from 
fish and sea-weed. 

"We also hope to find markets 
not only in Jordan, but. also in 
other parts of the Middle East," 
said the Honorary Consul. Mut¬ 
ton is another venture being stud¬ 
ied although it is more expensive 
than New Zealand lamb meat. 

The idea of exporting phos¬ 
phate from Jordan to Iceland has 
been shelved for the moment. 
According to Mrs Khalifeh, the 
cost of transporting this material 
from the one country to the oth¬ 
er is not feasible. 

Tourism, on the other hand, is 
another interest provoking area. 
The Consul explained tluit 
"Tourism in Jordan has grcol po¬ 
tential. We hope to promote Jor¬ 
dan to ihc Icelandic people. We 
wish to have one weekly Royal 
Jordanian flight from Iceland to 
Jordan." 

The plan is to encourage air 
travel between the two countries 
through Copenhagen. The only 
way to reach Iceland-now, from 
Jordan, is through European cap¬ 
itals. ■
